Although it is now ten years since I 
first heard of Commandant Carroll, I was 
not aware until the other day that he was 
an Ulsterman. As a matter of fact, he is 
the son of a well-known Newry solicitor, 
while his mother. was a McQuaid, of 
Stormanstown, Co. Dublin. 


De Blacam as Playwright 


I am not surprised to learn that my 
versatile friend, Aodh de Blacam, is now 
experimenting in drama as a new outlet 
for his talents. He has dramatised the 
fate of the brothers Sheares, who were 
present at the fall of the Bastille on July 
14, 1789, and were e-ecuted in Dublin on 
the same day nine Years later. 

The brothers Sheares were the sons of 
a Cork banker. Two of them fell in the 
Royal service. They were accused of 
atrocities which they repudiated. Daniel 
O'Connell is said to have seen them 
gloating over a handkerchief soaked in the 
blood of King Louis, at- whose execution 
they were present; but this story, as 
Lecky indicates, is not authenticated. 
The executed brothers are buried at St. 
Michan’s, Dublin, where their well-pre 
served bodies lie to-day, a grisly relic. 

Aodh de Blacam has already translated 
'  E1 Divino Impaciente,’’ a religious play 
by Jose Maria Peman, which, as “ a Saint 
in a Hurry,”’ was produced in Dublin last 
year; but this new play, save for a 
‘‘ curtain-raiser ’’ about Blessed Oliver 
Piunket, just published, is his first essay 
as a playwright on his own. It will be

The village of Clogheen, which has 
come, rather tragically, into the news as 
the residence of R. Grubb, the missing 
airman, is a very pleasant Fo with 
lovely surroundings.

Clogheen before the famine was a most 
prosperous place of about 3,000 inhabi- 
tants.

Now nothing but the ruins of 
these industries remain, and the popula- 
tion numbers some 700 persons. 

A few miles above the village the well- 
known ““Y ” road crosses the Knockmeal- 
down Mountains, and from its highest 
point a wonderful view is obtained of the 
great plain of Southern Tipperary, stretch- 
ing far beyond the Rock of Cashel.

Having referred to the disposition of the 
forces inside the yard, Mr. Black spoke of 
the arrival of the lorry. which he described 
as a war tank, driven in an unheard-of way, 
and said that, with its load of men and its 
special bumper, this lorry must have caused 
considerable uncertainty and embarrassment 
to the men in the yard. Were the men in 
the yard, he asked, not justified in regard- 
ing this lorry as a possible danger, and were 
they not justified in firing at the lorry, the 
occupants of which, for all they knew, might 
have been armed with revolvers? Had the 
men in the lorry been armed with revolvers 
would not the detectives in the yard have 
been regarded as poltroons, unfit for their 
duty, if they had waited to shoot until it 
was no use shooting?

Michael B. Wallace denied that he pro- 
cured the arrest or imprisonment of the 
plaintiff, and pleadea that any such acts 
were done under the authority of a judicial 
act of the Cirenit Judge, determining that 
the plaintiff had been guilty of contempt of 
Court in relation to Circuit Court proceed- 


ings. 

Bedhres MacNiocaill pleaded that the acts 
alleged were cotinaitted: bv him in pursuance 
of orders of the Circuit Judge and in bona 
fide execution” of his office as County 
Registrar. Hubert C. Burke pleaded that 
the acts alleged were committed by him in 
pursuance of a Cireuit Court order and in 
bona fide execution of his office as Governor 
of Limerick Prison, and he denied that the 
plaintiff was treated in any respect like an 
ordinary. criminal, 
All the defendants denied that the plaintiff 
had suffered loss or damage or been injured 
in health bv reason of his detention, and 
Seoirse. MacNiocaill alleged that the plain- 
tiff's claim against him was barred by the 
Statutes of Limitations. 
Mr. Michael J. Ryan, K.C., Mr. J. A. 
McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. Lynn (instructed 
by Messrs. Lehane and Hogan) appeared for 
the plaintiff; Mr, Laverv, K.C., and Mr 
Micks (instructed by Messrs. MacDermot 
and Allen) for Michael B, Wallace; and Mr. 
Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. R. 
McLoughlin (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) for Seoirse MacNiocaill and the 
Governor of Limerick Prison. 

Opening the plaintiff's case, Mr. Ryan said 
that Michael B. Wallace claimed to be the 


owner of fishing rights on Ballynahown 
Lake, and instituted Circuit Court proceed- 
ings against Conneely and twenty others, 
seeking an injunction restraining them from 
fishing in the lake or interfering with his 
alleged fishing rights, and a perpetual in- 
junction was granted in October, 1935. 
Apparently some of the defendants in the 
case did not obey the order. In 1936 Wallace 
instituted ‘further Circuit Court proceedings 
in the suit by way .of notice of motion, tn 
which he claimed an order that. five of the 
former defendants, including Conneely, 
should be committed to prison for disobeying 
the injunction already granted. Wallace was 
the person who instituted the proceedings 
which culminated in Conneelv’s arrest 

On 4th August, 1936, the Circuit Judge of 
Galway made an order giving Wallace liberty 
to isste an order for attachment against 
Conneely and “the four others “for contempt. | 
That order was issued by Wallace’s solicitors 
on 7th August, and Wallace himself had 
sworn the affidavit instituting proceedings 
for Conneely’s arrest. On 12th August ‘Con- 
neely, .with the others concerned, was 
arrested about 3 a.m. and conveyed. to 
Limerick Prison, where he was kept in 
custody. 


‘THROWN INTO PRISON ” 


The order under which Conneely was 
arrested was one to attach him and have 
him before the Circuit Court, wherever that 
Court should be. The intention of the order 
was, he took it to be, that Conneely was 
arrested for the purpose of being brought 
before the Circuit Court at the next avail- 
able opportunity. In fact, no proceedings 
were ever taken by Wallace, the Prison 
Governor or anyelse else to bring Conneely 
before the Circuit Judge, with the result. that 
‘he was thrown into Limerick Prison ard 
allowed to stay there indefinitely.” 

It was only in February 1937, more than 
six months afterw.rds, that application was 
made to the High Court for a conditiogal 
order of Aabeas corpus directed to the prison 
Governor to make a return as to Conneely’s 
detention. The Governor produced the 
order of 7th August, signed by Mr. Mac 
Niocaill, but the High Court held that that 
was not a justification for Conneely’s arrest 
and that the order was bad on its face, and 
made an order directing Conneely’s release. 
Conneely was released on órd February last. 


“A WEAK AND BROKEN 
MAN” 


On application for certiorari on behalf of 
Conneely, the High Court also quashed the 
orders of 4th and 7th August, .936, on the 
round that they were bad on their face. 

he result was that Conneely had been 
arrested without the authority of the law. 

Mr. Conneely came from the Fior-Gaeltacht 
and could speak simple English, but his ver- 
nacular was the Lrisn language, and in re- 
ard to some documents that were served on 

im he was at a disadvantage where English 
was concerned. Wher taken to nrison he 
ought not to have been treated as a convicted 
prisoner, but, according to regulations, as a 
person brought in for attachment. He had 
to wear prison “clothing that had previously 
been worn by other persons, and he was asso- 
ciated with prisoners, some ot* whom he 
believed were convicted prisoners. He had 
to do work which was generally done by 
convicted criminals, «nd the confinement 
affected his health. ‘The food given to him 
was insufficient and he lost 7lb in weight 
in five weeks, but a d ctor was called in and 
he was then given further food. When re- 
leased he was a weak and broken man and 
was unable to work for several montha.

BERLIN, Monday. 


A Catholic priest, Father Ulrich Kaiser, 
aged 57, of St. Paul’s Church, in Berlin, 
was to-day sentenced to three months im- 
prisonment for having married an Evan- 
gelical Jew to an Aryan girl of the 
Catholic faith. 

Although this happened some months 
before the anti-Jewish legislation for- 
bidding such unions was announced, the 
Court held that the priest had ‘ acted 
deliberately against the spirit of the new 
Reich,” and had disregarded the Regis- 
trar’s refusal to marry the couple. 

The priest stated, in his defence, that 
the couple had lived together for several 
years, and that he was meeting a ‘‘ moral 
need,’’ for which the Concordat allows an 
exception.

With the two chief protagonists thus 
eliminated from the arena of politics, the 
opposing parties should have no insuper- 
able difficulty in arranging working 
details. It is known that certain members 
of the Government would like to retire 
from politics. Places could be found in 
the Coalition Cabinet for a proportion of 
the Opposition commensurate with the 
number of the Party’s elected representa- 
tives, and others could be found suitable 
posts in the service of the State. 

The scheme on paper seems feasible and 
practicable enough. Is there sufficient 
patriotism in the two parties to put it to 
the test?

THE RESOLUTIONS

He humbly 
pray that the King, Queen, Queen Mary, 
and all members of the Royal Family may 
enjoy richest blessings from Almighty 
God."’ 

(2) ‘‘ We extend our heartiest fraternal] 
greeting to the overseas delegates of the 
Imperial Grand Orange Council meeting 
in convocation in Glasgow this week. We 
trust that the blessing of the Almighty 
may attend their deliberations, and their 
counsels result in the strengthening of 
our world-wide Order and our common 
Protestantism.”’ 

(3) ‘‘ That we urge on the members of 
our Order, and all loyalists who have the 
interests of Northern Ireland at heart, the 
vital necessity of preserving unity, stand 
ing solidly together, and co-operating 
mutually to maintain our hard-won 
Protestant and imperial heritage.’
